“This 
is not altogether ‘surprising when ono 
recalls the Parisian’s maxim :—“ We can 
do without vogotables, but we must have 
flowers.” The latter are worn by every- 
one; the humblest will not -hositate te 
‘spend afew sous on flowers. “By 
Jeconomising, in other words by. one 
denying oneself a small luxury, it is 
‘possible to purchasc = small bouquet 
which is evor carried with tho greatest 
. pride by both sexes. Just, as there is a 
_fashion.in clothes, .so there ia a mode in 
flowers in Paris, There are yeara when 
certain flowers and certain, colours of 
flowers attain’ éxorbitant. prices. Why? 
Simply because they are @ la’, mode. 
_ First como the flowers imported from 
abroad, which are always dear, because’ 
they are rare and frequently difficult to 
cultivate. Thoen'there are the newly-dis- 
covered flowers, exotic plants which have | 
never been ‘seen before; and then there 
are the flowors in the fashionable coloura 


to appreeiate half the benefits which | 


would acerue from it, and, therefore, it 
cannot possibly auceeed for a long time.

Ever 
‘since 1846, when he became President of 
the. Council of State, was the deceased 
prominent in the public. life, of. France. 
‘In, 1867, the late M. Passy founded the 
International Pence League; he was o 
Deputé from 1881 to 1889, became mem- 
ter. of the French Cabinet in 1875, and 
was awarded the Nobel prize in 1901. He 
was a very prolific writer; the best known 
of his many appreciated ‘books.. being 
“Modern Barbnrity,”’ which. appeared 
forty years ago, Nothing used to. give. 
the late M. Passy greater pleasure than 
the thought that he was one of the 
pioneers of the Peace Movement.

per head, The remaining guinea. pigs 
are bought from dealers at, about Hr. 25) 
centimes each. This. year, however, the 
farm. has failed to produce its usual 
number, much to the regret of atdont 
soientists, More than 20,000 mice, 16,000 
rabbits, 10,000 rata, 500-monkeys of all 
descriptions and sizes, 200 dogs, 400 to

THE PLOT -TO ASSASSINATE THE 
«¢ GOVERNOR-GENERAL, 

The telegram from our Tokyo corres- 
pondent yesterday regarding the nature 
of the evidence given in the conspiracy 
trial at Beoul lends ‘additional interest 
to tho following story which has beon 
circulating in the American Pross:— 

The Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions accuses the Japancse authorities 
in Korea of arresting and torturing 
native converts to Christianity on false 
charges of conspiring to murder Governor 
General Torauchi. Nolan R, Best, editor 
of Lhe Continent, a Presbyterian nows- 
paper, said yesterday (June 5th) that 
thes’ outrages have been going on for 
more than a year, but that tho Board 
of Missions kept quiet in the belief that 
it could adjust the trouble and got justice 
for the prisoners. Efforta in this direc- 
tion having failed, it was determined to 
make the story public, ; : 

It is charged that the Japanese have 
arrested more: than six thousand native 
Korean Christians: and locked them up 
in the military prison at Seoul, Tortur- 
ing was ‘resorted to extort confessions 
from somo of the prisoners. Mr. Best 
said that advices have reached the Board

NEWS FROM INDIA. 


Wo mako the following extracts from 
the Intest Calcutta papers :— 


BOMBDAY’S BITTER. COMPLAINT. 
* ., | Bompay, June sth. 
With. regard to tho present’ opium 
crisis, a ‘representative of the, Advocate 
of India interviewed onc of tho Icading 
| Bombay merchants to-day, who said :— 
“It is a great pity and very deplorable 
indecd, to see the attitude of the Indian 
Governmont, sitting with folded arms, as 
it wore, and leaving everything ‘in the 
hands ‘of. the Secretary, of Stato . for 
India, and tho Secretary of State for 
Forcign Affairs, whose hands aro full in 
their own spheres of domestic and foreign 
affairs. What should be done is that the 
Government of India should bestir them- 
selves, and do everything possible on 
behalf of their merchants, who in their 
implicit faith in the Indian Government 
have a right to make tho.Chincse Govern- 
ment-observe treaty obligations as agreed 
upon by their last treaty made in May 
last after a very long deliberation. The 
crisis now is such that it cannot bear any 
| postponement of action, on: the part of 
the Indian Government, Ut is to them, 
after all, that the trade must look to for 
support and assistance. Unless this is 
done, and that immediately, a very groat 
financial crisis is sure to take place, It

As a result, a number of prominent 
opium exporters in Calentta have made 
a strong representation to the Govern- 
ment of India, and it. was clearly pointed 
out that smuggling of cheap opium into 
the interior of China through foreign 
ports was of common occurrence and-that

The merchants made 
purchases yesterday only to reduee their 
Josses on the stock of opium they had ‘in 
hand, When it is realised the drop in 
price in the caso of Patna was nearly 
one-third of, the actual value on each 
chest, it requires no demonstration that 
those who purchased stocks at tha price 
obtaining a few months back stand to 
lose heavily on thoir holdings. 

Of the 810 chests of now Patna offered 
on Tuesday, the ‘certified’ chests 
realised Rs, 3,900-4-5 each as compared 
with Rs. 3,507-0-4 at the previous sale; 
the uncertified chests of Patna realised

Nows received. from Hongkong under 
date. 26th ultimo is that already heavy 
smuggling is reported from Macao, and
